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The after final amendment raises new issues and does not Reduce the issues and therefore will not be entered. Therefore the claims that 
stand rejected in the case are claims 10-25 which were filed 5-5-05, claims 1-9 being canceled. 

As for the after final amendment , claims 26-34 are directed towards an independent and distinct invention from that of the apparatus 
claims originally claimed. Therefore these claims constitute new matter. Additionally claims 19-20 were amended to have "consisting of 
language which changes the claim to a "close" type claim instead of an "open ended" claim (characterized by the use of "comprising"). 
However the claims that are dependent thereon (10-18,21-25) are adding elements to the "consisting of claim, which appears to be 
improper based on MPEP 21 1 1 .03. 



Based on the claims submitted with this after final, the examiner would reject the independent claims 19-20 as being unpatenable over 
6,045,159 to Bellah. Bellah includes the elongated support bar, means for compacting and the elastic retainer with first and second 
anchors on the support bar. For the additional element (the book mark 60), the examiner would rely on the omission of element case law, 
In re Karison 186 USPQ 184, where it was held that the omission of an element and its function in a combination where the remaining 
elements perform the same functions as before involves only routine skill in the art.
